On Monday, August 25, 2014 TheBlaze Inc. (* TheBlaze") filed comments in the above
referenced proceeding.

In the interceding two weeks, 3,730 additional citizens have
registered their opposition to the proposed transaction with TheBlaze. In order to ensure all
Americans voices are heard by the Commission, TheBlaze has appended those comments to this
ex parte submission.

The problem is, that they
control an astounding number of people's sole access to TV and internet through regional monopolies,
controlling it to the point that competitors simply are not allowed to even establish a presence. Not to
mention, their lobbying and political activities over the past few years demonstrate specific intent to
subvert the democratic process of antitrust review.

| have no experience with Time Warner, but from friends who have and numerous stories I've read, |
understand their customer service is on par with Comcast's.



My latest incident is far from the first. They also destroyed a cable modem that | personally own and
refuse to pay for it, obfuscating the process to get it replaced at their cost. I've spent over 20 hours on
the phone with them trying to resolve the issue and I've got nowhere with them.

When there is no competition in a region, customer service takes a back seat to preserving profits. They
have no interest in improving customer relations because there is simply no viable alternative in many
areas. Merging with Time Warner may simply mean they control more areas, but with their monolithic
ability to lobby local government into preserving their regional monopolies, the customer will continue
to be hosed in terms of cost and service.

I implore you to stop this merger. They are the new face of monopoly in America. The customers and US
citizens in the areas both companies serve will suffer immeasurably if this merger is allowed to proceed.

Comcast already behaves like a monopoly with respect to their service offerings on both the media side
and internet side. The idea that there is a choice between providers just doesn't hold water. Comcast
owns the infrastructure, and certainly doesn't resell bandwidth for use by competitors, to create a mini-
custom cable system. Ha! Instead, they significantly overprice all of their services, INCLUDING the local
only option that is re-broadcast in SDTV rather than HDTV (the so-called low-cost Comcast mini
converter cannot render HD content, that's another box and $10 additional, to view OTA content in it's
native format).

Look at the recent finger pointing between Netflix and Comcast, Verizon, AT&T, etc. In that case, a
potential media service competitor (Netflix) was and is being intentionally stonewalled by the
companies that own the "internet subscribers" (the end points), based on allocating only a miniscule
portion of their entry point bandwidth to Netflix, essentially ruining their quality of service, and creating
(or preserving) an advantage for Comcast.

Some may mis-characterize the last statement as net neutrality. It isn't. This is plainly "I'm Comcast,
and It'll treat you like | want to treat you... not like you want to be treated. Again, misbehavior, because
they can, because there are no viable options for competition.



Bundle, bundle, bundle. A bad marketing idea that disguises the real cost of profitable services, as well
as services that run at a loss. Just try and figure out what it costs for say, the local channel only option
at 5 major markets served by Comcast. Now compare that to their competition, if you can find a
competitor. In my case, the fee was less than $10 a month, for a period of over 10 years. Suddenly,
Comcast raised it to over $20 a month, with no service improvement. In fact, their representatives said |
was now required to lease a converter to receive my local channels on a modern (circa 2008) cable
ready TV. My response: take your newly priced cable and ... (fill in the blanks)

You should inquire about Comcast's offerings as compared to satellite services, although the latter are
not regulated as cable operators. It would be wise to investigate the xDSL and fiber offerings as well,
from Verizon, AT&T, and others. Defining a competitor in the cable "space" includes other media
companies that provide similar offerings.

Allowing this transaction between two poorly behaving companies is not in the best interest of the
public at large, and is certainly not in the best interest of Comcast's customers, who continue to receive
under-whelmingly poor service at industry leading HIGH prices.

There has been great discussion over the Comcast, Time Warner merger lately and | believe that a
vigorous, honest debate is warranted when a post merger company like Comcast will own more than
50% of the cable delivery systems in America. Such a Quasi-Monopoly will not only leverage great power
over its subscribers, but over content providers (that are not owned by it).

If you look at how Comcast currently treats its customers, you will find a good indication on how it will
treat Time Warner’s customers. Consumerist named Comcast the worst company in America. How did a
company as large as Comcast earn such recognition? Is it the outdated services it offers its customers for
a premium price? Is it the fact Comcast makes the disconnection of service extremely difficult for
customers? If you look at other operators, Comcast is behind the times when it comes to technology.
Would this merger be in the interest of consumers? | don’t think so. If anything, it would lead to higher
priced services, less innovation and upgraded services and less choice for the consumers like me.

Content providers will also suffer from this merger. Currently Comcast owns and controls networks like
Telemundo, NBC Television Network, NBC entertainment, NBC News (including MSNBC), NBC Sports
Group, Universal Television, Universal Cable Productions, NBC Universal Domestic Television
Distribution and NBC Universal International Television Distribution. Some of the cable channels



Comcast owns include: Bravo, Chiller, CNBC, CNBC World, E! Entertainment Television, G4, Golf Channel,
MSNBC, mun2, Oxygen Media, Cloo, Sprout, The Style Network, Syfy, Universal HD, USA Network, The
Weather Channel Companies. Time Warner currently owns and controls cable channels like: HBO,
Cinemayx, truTV, TBS, TNT, TCM, WPCH, NASCAR Racing, Turner Sports, Cartoon Network, Adult Swin,
Boomerang, CNN U.S., HLN, and various others. The merged company would control virtually 90% of the
channels broadcast from all cable operators into US households. By owning the content providers, the
merged company could, in effect, dictate themes for shows, movies and news stories reported or what
stories are not reported on. Also, the merged company would allow Comcast to charge higher fees to
independent operators to carry these channels, resulting in higher rates to consumers. This also puts
Comcast in a position to acquire those cable companies at a later date.

It seems that the FCC should do what is in the consumer’s best interest. This merger, based on
Comcast’s past practices, is not in America’s best interest. As a governing agency, the FCC should also
revisit ownership rules that prevent television stations and cable operators from owning the News
Organizations or Content Providers (movies, television, etc) it broadcasts. This would allow for real
competition in Cable Operators and level the playing field, and prevent Quasi-Monopoly’s from being
formed.

While | could go on to describe how other cable operators are offering 100MB speeds for their base
broadband service and Comcast’s top speed of only 50MB, | think you already have enough reasons to
block this merger.

Please block this merger between Comcast and Time Warner. It is not in the best interest of Consumers
and will lead to a Quasi-Monopoly over content provided to all cable operators in the U.S. Also, rules
governing cable operators owning content providers need to be changed so cable operators are not
incentivized to only carry stations it owns. This will level the playing field for other content providers to
be able to broadcast on various cable operator networks.

Comcast is not only a cable provider it is a cable programmer, picking and choosing what they will
“allow” to be delivered regardless of customer interests. That is fine if the consumers have other
choices which is often not the case. If Comcast combines with the “other largest” national provider they
will “own” approximately 30% of the cable market. That raises their power and advantage over smaller
companies to something near an industry monopoly, overwhelmingly dominating the movie/video, TV
show, news, sports and foreign language media market. | can not imagine that this will benefit the
American consumer and that is what the FCC should be weighing carefully when considering a merger of
this magnitude. | believe it will defeat our most basic concept of free market competition, what brings
us the best products and services at the lowest possible end-user costs. Comcast is already recognized
for its poor customer service support and questionably—irregular billing practices. Historically, the
larger a company becomes, the less obligation it feels toward it’s individual customers which in some
areas of the country already have little other choice. If Comcast is poor in its practices and
responsiveness now, how will it conduct business when it’s twice as big? There are already ongoing
“deals” involving one of the other industry giants, Charter Comm Corp, in this convoluted 45+ Billion
dollar “shell-game”.

Broadband service in many areas includes internet access which may be even more important to, if not
critical to, many subscribers than channeled entertainment and a Comcast/Time Warner giant will be so



influential that the current standards we value could be changed at the whim of a few corporate
executives. After all, the president of Comcast regularly plays golf with the President of the United
States. The political favoritism implications are serious and could greatly affect future industry rules and
practices negatively for the American consumer. When combined, Comcast — Time Warner Cable will
exceed 40% of all broadband service. Again, it is unlikely this will benefit consumers in the future since
“capping” broadband use is already in-the-works and being promoted as well as suggestions for other
cost-increasing access changes. These major mergers always tilt the playing field, often quite drastically
for the smaller industry players resulting in even less competition and higher subscriber costs. This one
sounds like it will prove to affect every cable user substantially within the very near future.

As a side-comment here, to get cable service at all, we have to pay for channels we are not interested in
and do not want while others that we do want are only available in the most expensive “programming
package” if they are available at all. This is not responsive public service which it should be if regulated
by a federal agency. It is an enormous corporate power to have the discretion to configure those
“programming packages” for the maximum profit while flexing that same power in resisting selective
“per-channel” subscriptions. Many of us would much prefer paying for only those channels that we
want instead of being forced to purchase a top level premium package just to get those few we are
actually interested in watching. Here again, competition for per-channel subscriptions would improve
all aspects of the product, service and price.

If the FCCis interested in the American consumer then you will deny the Comcast purchase of Time
Warner Cable and instead, look into regulation that would give Americans the option to pay for what
they want to watch and not be forced to subscribe to huge “premium packages” that are expensive
because we have to pay for dozens of channels we do not watch and do not want. More competing
providers, not ever--larger corporations, will result in better service and reasonable cost rates for us
consumers. If you are going to regulate, then regulate for the benefit of the hard working people of our
country.

There are too few choices out there for Internet and TV. If | want to connect to the Internet with a high-
speed connection, | have two choices where | live: AT&T, whom | use, and Comcast. There are literally
no other options where | live. Comcast's speeds are decent unless you use it to watch TV, which is what |
do. I like to watch online subscriber-based content such as Netflix and VUDU. | carry Dish seasonally
during football season because | enjoy watching the NFL games and it's cheaper than any of the other
options. It also carries most of the channels | enjoy watching, such as Fox News, the Food Network, the
Blaze, and ESPN.

Two years ago | had Comcast. They promised me a promotional rate and free installation. When | got my
first bill, neither the promotional rate nor the free installation were correct on my bill. | was charged
about $100 for the installation, and the regular non-promotional rate for my service. When | called
Comcast to complain, they told me that whoever it was that made me that promise was an independent
contractor, not an agent of Comcast, therefore they were not obligated to honor that rate. | had no way
of knowing when | called the number if | was speaking to a Comcast agent or not. | spoke with someone
who said they were with Comcast, who set up my account for me, and who scheduled an installation.
The person who showed up for the installation drove a Comcast truck and had Comcast logos on their
clothing. Everything screamed Comcast, that | was dealing with Comcast, and my service actually did
start just like | had requested, so whoever it was, they sure seemed like Comcast employees to me.



Comcast admitted to me that the installer was one of their employees, but claimed that whoever had
promised me the promotional rate and the free install was not, therefore they could cheat me out of the
rate | had agreed to.

| asked them to cancel my account, and they told me | would have to go in to one of their offices to turn
in the equipment. Because they have limited hours of operation, | had to take time off work in order to
do so.

That leaves me with literally one option for Internet: AT&T. They have been okay, but speeds aren't
great.

Programming options on Comcast television have not been what | want. | do not want Al Jazeera, a
network that is funded by the same government (Qatar) that funds terrorist networks like Hamas. | feel
that supporting that network by subscribing to it, even if | never watch it, violates my conscience, my
religious beliefs, and my oath of citizenship to my country. We are in a war against terrorism. | feel it is a
betrayal to support a network like Al Jazeera whose sponsors also sponsor terrorism. They also air
Russia Today. | don't feel | should be spending my money supporting a network that spreads Vladimir
Putin's propaganda, or the propaganda of any foreign country. Comcast also refuses to air The Blaze,
which is a network | enjoy. Because Comcast owns competing networks, | don't think it is in Comcast's
business interests to air it, and giving that company control over 30% of all television content in our
country makes them so large as to be monopolistic. This does not serve the public interest. It certainly
does not serve my interests.

Since signing up for Netflix, | found that with Comcast my download speeds were terrible. There were
constant issues of buffering and | was not able to enjoy the programming, not because of content or
problems with Netflix but because of bandwidth issues with Comcast. | have occasionally had similar
problems with AT&T, but much less often. (I am not currently a Netflix subscriber.)

In addition to not serving my interests, it does not reflect my values. They have treated me dishonestly,
they air content that is offensive to me, and they restrict the bandwidth of their own customers if they
download content that is competitive in nature to their own products. In such a highly regulated
industry, there should be more providers of service available for me to choose from, not fewer. This
merger is bad for me, bad for the public, and does not serve anyone except the shareholders who stand
to make a killing with this merger. Please say no to this merger.
